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1955-1956 


The Forty-Ninth Annual Meeting of the 
Classical Association of the Atlantic States was 
held in Baltimore, Maryland, Friday and Satur- 
day, April 27 and 28, 1956, with the Johns Hop- 
kins University as host. All sessions, including 
the dinner meeting, were held in the Lord Balti- 
more Hotel. 

The annual business meeting of the Associa- 
tion was held in the Carnival Room of the Lord 
Baltimore Hotel on Saturday afternoon, April 
28, beginning at 2:00 o'clock, with President 
John F. Latimer presiding 

The report of the Secretary-Treasurer show- 
ed that as of March 31, 1956, the Association had 
637 members, of which 472 were subscribers to 
The Classical Weekly. In his report of the Finan- 
cial Account of the Association he stated that 
Receipts through the fiscal year beginning April 
1, 1955, and ending March 31, 1956, amounted 
to $3134.73, and that Expenditures during the 
same period amounted to $3177.27, leaving a 
Deficit of $42.54. 

In his report of the Financial Account of 
The Classical Weekly, the Secretary-Treasurer 
announced Receipts in the amount of $6649.70 
for the fiscal year, and Expenditures of $6145.38 
for the same period, leaving a balance of $504.32 

In his statement of the Rome Scholarship 
Fund of the Association for the period extending 
from April 1, 1955, to March 31, 1956, the Sec- 
retary-Treasurer reported Receipts and Balance 
totalling $356.53. Expenditures covering two 
awards (1955 and 1956) amounted to $400.00, 
leaving a Deficit in the Account of $43.47. 

The Secretary-Treasurer reported a balance 
of $201.38 in the CAAS Savings Account with 
the Standard Savings and Loan Association, Wil- 
kinsburg, Pennsylvania. His report for the CAAS 
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Endowment Fund with the Emigrant Industrial 
Savings Bank of New York showed a balance of 


$1570.02.
